At her arrival 
on the largeft of thofe Iflands, Her Majefty was fa- 
luted with a Tripple Difcharge of the Artillery on 
the I@and and of all the Neighbouring Places. She 
dia’'d in anoble Apartment im the Place, ard at 
Dinner was entertain’d with a Co:.fort of Mufick. 
In the Evening Count Charles Borromeo caus’d an 
Artificial Firework to be play'd off on the Lake for 
her Majefty’s Diverfion. Her whole Court and the 
Nobility of this Ciry were on the Lake in a great 
Number of Barks rang’d in the Form of a Cucle ; 
and rhe Diverfion was concluded with feveral Duf- 
charges of Artillery, and by Illuminations in the 
Palace and on the reft of the Ifand. The 24h the 
Count treaced her Majefty and all her Retinue at 
Dinner, with great Magificence; and attcrwards 
fhew’d her all the delicious Places of thofe two beau- 
tiful Iflands. Inthe Evening ber Majeft; went on 
board one of the Feluccas beforementiond, which 
were mann’d by 50 Mariners diefs'd in Cloth of 
Gold, and adorn’d with Stream. s, in w ich were 
the Arms of Spain. At her purting «ff from the 
Ifland, toe Artillery were thrice ‘ilckarg’d, a vaft 
Number of Fireworks were let off, and Illuminati- 
ons made. Landing from the I|-ke her Majefty 
went to Soma, the Seat of she M- quis Don Cafar 
Vifconti ; and Yefterday return’d bicher with all her 
Retinue.

Milan, June 3c. When the Queen of Spain left 
the Borromean iflands, fhe made « Prefent of a Dia- 
mond of grea: Value to the Countefs of Borromeo, 
anda rich Jewel to the other Countefs of that 
Name her Daughter-in-Law : She alfo made a no- 
ble Prefent to the Marchionefs Vifconti.

The 6th Inftant artiv’d here 
the Mercury Pacquet-boat Captain Green from 
London for Lisbon; who nigh Portland took and 
has brought in a French Shallop of one Gun and 1 5 
Men, which bad taken no Purchafe fince they came 
out. 

Plymouth, July 9. Yefterday fail'd to the Eaft- 
ward the Dover, Woicefter, Deptford, and Dart- 
mouth, with about 60 homeward-bound Merchant- 
Ships, Prizes, and Coafters for London and Holland. 
This Day came back from the Weftward, by reafon 
of contrary Winds the Exeter and Salisbury, with 6 
Tranfports for Ireland and 7 or 8 Merchant-Ships 
for the Weft-Indies, &c. 

Shields, July 8. Latt Night about 8 a Clock, the 
Ruifia Ships with their Convoys fail’d from this 
Port with a fair Wind. Ibe Portfmouth and Strum- 
bolo joyn’d the other 3 Men of War ; and the New- 
caftle and Chatham is gone back for the Nore, with 

fome laden Colliers and Dutch Doggers. 

Dartmouth, July 9. Yefterday pafs'd by this Har- 
bour to the Kattward, upwards of 80 Sail of Ships 
under the Convoy of 7 or 8 Men of War. They 
were joyn’d from this Port, by the Nuefta Sennora 
de Gracia of Breft, a Ship of 200 Tun laden with 
Salt for the Banks of Newfound-land, taken by the 
Prince Eugene Privateer of Fluthing 3 Weeks fince ; 
and by 6 other Ships for the Coaft, London, and 
Holland. 

Ya. mouth, July 9. Yefterday pafs’d through our 
Roads from the Northward abou: 4o laden Colhers 
without Convoy ; and this Day ber Majefty’s Ship 
the Dunwich, and the Light Fleet of Colliers wich 
fail’d with ber on Wednefday latt, were put back 
hither by contrary Wind. Came in from the Souh- 
ward her Majefty’s Ship the Norwich; fo thar bere 
are 4 Mén of War in our Road, viz the Norwich, 
Duawich, Merlin, and Boneta, with about 70 Sail 
of Light Colliers and Coatters. 

Briftol, July 10. To Day arriv’d here a Ship from 
Jamaica in 6 Weeks. The Mafter cannot give any 
Account when the Fleet for London with their Con- 
voy will fail from thence. 

Port{mouth, July 10. This Day came in the Am- 
bufcade, Captain Thompfon Commander, from the 
Streights. Came in alfo her Majefty’s Ship the 
Worcefter from Plymouth, with a Maft Ship for 
this Dock. The Men of War mention’d in my for- 
mer, continue at Spithead. 

The Ambufcade took in the Streights a French 
Sbip, whofe Lading is valu’d at 10000 pounds. She 
carry’d the Prize into Alicant and left ber there, but 
brought from thence Half her Lading, confitting of 
Coffee, Linnen, &c.
